Then a garment 
wasfoimd on the cow catcher, and by 
the logic of reasoning it was supposed 
that a u oman or child had been carried 
along on the engine a considerable dis- 
tance. Investigation proved the conclu- 
sion to bo true. Miss Conlin was found 
some distance from Bethany, lying at 
the sid( of the tiack, cold and wounded 
unto di ath. Sho had fallen off the cow 
catcher as soon aa the train had slacked 
up for the stop at Bethany. 1'he form of 
ihejoung woman was taken to the 
home of her uncle, James Hughes, when 
it was found on examination that Miss

The Officers and Grew of the 


Crathle Suspended. 


THE ELBE'S OFFICERS DENODN 


^ (In then 


far Their Selfishness and Utter Disre- 


gard of the Rights of the Passen- 


gers in Their Care—No Hope 


of Other Survivors. 


LONDON, Feb. 2. -It 
Is understood 


that tlie officers and crew df the Cra- 
thie were examined yesterday by the 
British consul in Rotterdam. 
They 


will leave the ship and return forth- 
with to Aberdeen. 


Vevera, Hoffmann and Schlegel de- 


nied emphatically that the Crathie re- 
mained 
signalling for nearly 
two 


hours near the scene of the collision. 
They say that if t,he had done so 
she could have saved many 
lives. 


Hoffman, who was among the first to 
reach the Elbe's deck after the colli- 
sion, did not see the Crathie answer 
the Elbe's signals. Ho noticed a bmall 
steamer, apparently the one that had 
struck tli e Elbe, steaming away. 


As regards the behavior of the Elbe's 


crew, Hoffmann says: "I seized a life- 
belt as soon as I got on deck, but a 
sailor demanded it, saving that it be- 
longed to the cre\v 
I gave it up vi ith 


the remark. 'Well, I hope you will 
save yourself,' but he did not. The 
crew did their best to keep tlie passen- 
gers nut of the boats." 


Hoffmann was greatly embittered by 


the lossof Ills vvi|e and child. He talks, 
continually about it, and in each inter- 
view makes new charges against the 
crew. 


"I was born among the Indians out 


west," he said yesterday afternoon. 
''I have gone through rough times 
with my family there. Now it is all 
over with them, and they have been 
sacrificed by the caielessness of these 
men. 
I do not valne ray own life now; 


I can think only of my loss." 


Mr. Hoffmann's deter.ption of the 


final settling of the ship was vivid. 
"I could see her sinking rapidly as we 
pulled away in the small boat. Her 
bow went steadily into the air. The 
deck gi e w steeper, and I could see the 
poor wretches aboard her climbing and 
crawling tuward the plow, until sud- 
denly all \iere engulfed." 


Vevera said: "There was a lot of 


green hands in charge of the lifeboats. 
They were so excited they filled one 
boat, and then dumped all the occu- 
pants into the water. The crew in our 
boat were very reluctant to admit Miss 
Boecker. Hoffmann and I dragged her 
in without any aid from the seamen." 


Ve\era and Hoffman also attack 


Third Officer Stollberg and First En- 
gineer Nuessel. They say that both 
acted selfishly after the rescue, and 
that Stollberg made no effort to com- 
mand the boat, but gave the whole re- 
sponsibility to the steerage passenger 
Boethen, who had been cook on a 
French steamer. Tiiey speak highly 
of Boetheu's coolness and skill, and 
give him the whole credit for manag- 
ing the boat

Being Opposed. 


Springfield News, Feb. I: The of- 
orts of Chicago wholesalers to have 
reight rates reduced may fall through, 
as there IB a very sharp protest coming 


p from all the principal cities of the 
tate against it. Local shippers say it 
will hurt them irreparably. Chicago, 
ley Bay, has an advantage in getting 
jeir materials and goods from" the sea- 
oard at lower rates that those which 
btain to any jobbing point in Illinois, 
'he Chicago merchants are demanding 
state rate, and the effect will be ac- 
ordino to interior jobbers, a body blow 
o their interests. They say low rates 
rom Chicago in addition to a low rate 
o Chicago cuts off the interior jobber 
rom the territory which he supplies, 
t must be remembered that the countr> 
obber is compelled to keep his goods in 
tock, whjle nearly all manufacturers 
lave warehouses in Chicago where 
wholesalers can buy goods to meet de- 
mands from their country trade. In 
ither words, to buy goods after they are 
old. 
These are but a few of the ramifica- 
ions and sinuosities of this important 
>tll of work. Any reduction in the rev- 
enue of the raihoads will be met by a 
corresponding reduction in the wages 
paid employes. 
Labor organizations 


;hroughout the state think they see in 
;he reduction of rates no end of harm to 
the laboring classes. 


The Peoria Jouranl says that the 


proposition of the Chicago shippers to 
•educe freight rates for then benefit 
will ruin Peoria, and that it is a fell 
stroke at local jobbing interests and 
wages of raikoad employes. Continu- 
ng, the Journal sa>s that those who

Co.'s weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says: 


Things look better near the close 


this week, owing to the belief that a 
new loan will be issued. There was 
rieed for relief, since January closed 
with thejheaviest withdrawals of gold 
from 
the 
treasury—843,408,108—the 


hope of a new loan being the one 
thing which has lifted prices during 
the past few days. 


January leaves behind it the lowest 


average of prices for all commodities 
ever known: for cotton, iron and its 
products, wool and silver the lowest 
monthly average ever known; and for 
wheat* range above the minimum, 
but yet declining rapidly toward that 
point. 


Industrial operations have not ma- 


terially diminished, though it has 
been a disappointing month because 
the general revival expected has not 
come. 


The large receipts on woolen goods 


withdrawn from warehouse under new 
duties early in the mouth, about S5 - 
000,000, raised the total customs receipts 
to 817,301,914 for the month, and the 
total receipts of all kinds to S47 H04 - 
STO. leaving htill a deficit of SO B81 9»i 
Withdrawals of gold in the past two 
weeks nave been ,<f JS,OOQ,0()0, and the ex- 
ports 823,314,434 for the month; and the 
month closes with the gold reserve re- 
duced to about 843.000,000, which is 
smaller than at any time since re- 
sumption begun. 


The hope that gold bonds could be 


authorized was ended by action in the 
senate, but at the close there was 
much confidence that coin bonds would 
be largely taken abroad, thus offering 
better promis* for a new isssue. 


Prices of railroad stocks, after fall- 


ing 31 per share for the week, recover- 
ing 75 cents and prices of trust stocks 
declined 84 cents. Earnings gave some 
encouragement, being .6 per cent 
larger for January than for last year, 
but east-bound tonnage from Chicago 
lor four weeks was only 173,046 agai 
S!)i,922 tons last year.

Corn is a cents lower, with receipts 
about half and exports not an eighth 
of last year. 


Cotton declined a sixteenth and is 


close to the lowest point ever toadied 
with an average of only 5.70^ cents 
for January, against 5.74 in December 
and 8.07 in January of last year. The 
movement continues large and the 
maximum crop estimates are en- 
couragmg, but there is not a little hone 
that the decrease of acreage this year 
by concerted action may help the 
planters.

The 
news carno too late to make any com 
ments upon the probable effect the cut 
might have upon the Citizens' Mutual 
Telephone company. In fact the advent 
and action of H. H. Matlock, superin 
tendent of the Central Union, was so 
su-Jden that no nobody had time to 
think or talk. But now that thb first 
flashes of the surprise 
have passed 


people can sit and talk the mat 
ter over quietly and dispassionately. 


Some two months ago the Bell people, 


who practically had a monopoly of all 
the devices and improvements in tele- 
phones, were beaten in the courts, and it 
became evident, in case the decision was 
sustained, that high telephone rates 
could not much longer be maintained, 
as the Bell company would no longer be 
protected by patents; and without such" 
protection the field would be open to all, 
and competition in that, as in everything 
else, would force down the price. While 
according to business rules this was ex- 
pected, no one, perhaps, expected it just 
when it came. 


In this city, by the organization of the 


Citizens' Mutual Telephone company, a 
year ago, we have had competition. 
The rates of the Central Union, at the 
time of the organization of the Citi- 
zens' Mutual, were $48 a year for busi-
